However, 
apparently because Subject had gens rally Ignored iffiLOI and hod 
not consulted bin when he was on the LSL Council, MSLQI sought 
out TIIYBL and reported that "HAU 8 and othar will be arrested 
for denouncing HEINE." MSLQI has likewise denounced Subject 
to the Cleveland Rifle Association where MSLQI is still active 
In acme capacity.

HEINE allegedly 
indicated that he was at a loss as to what he should do and then 
proceeded to ask BDMNAPA for his advice as to what he ( HEINE) 
should do under the circumstances . JBffiHAPA then Indicated to 
PAABO that "the American who began this rumour about HKTif g is in 
jail or will soon be arrested" . Subject does not known whether 
the foregoing is original with KU 8 KAPA or with HEINE.
